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MCNUTT IN ACTION

SENATOR BERRY’S MARBLE 
The decision of a three-member Federal com­ 
mission on the value, or, rather, the worthless­ 
ness, of marble properties for whose destruction 
compensation of $5,000,000 was ask ed, leaves 
United States Senator George L. Berry standing 
in a rather peculiar light. 
Senator Berry and his associates have claimed 
that valuable marble deposits on property which 
they own were ruined through the TV A develop­ 
ment of Norris Dam. They ask ed the Federal 
Government to pay them for the losses they 
claimed to have sustained. Upon the direction of 
the Federal Court their claims were studied by 
a commission or qualified members and were 
found to be worthless. 
“We are uncbl: to conclude,” said the report, 
“from the reicrcl a n u the physical facts that the 
properties are cf value.” It is hardly conceivable 
that Senator Berry and those associated with 
him in the ownership of the property in question 
could have been aware of the true situation when 
they instituted legal action against the Federal 
Government. 
The k nowledge conveyed to them through the 
commission’s report must indeed have been an 
unpleasant revelation.

“We have piped unto you, and ye have not 
danced.” Bead Matthew 11:16-19. 
W ithout little children, through whom its meaning was so often 
made plain, the teaching of Jesus would be much more obscure 
than it now is. But the Gospels distinguish between childlik eness 
and childishness — two very different things. 
This familiar passage is the classical statem ent of the stubborn 
childishness of the grown-up world. Jesus sees a group of wrang­ 
ling children in the streets who cannot mak e up their minds what 
to play. One half wants to play wedding, and the other half wants 
to play funeral. They cannot agree because ot the innate tendency 
of children to say “No” to any suggestion made to them. 
Each of us k nows persons whose instant resection to any propo­ 
sition whatsoever is negative. Their habitual “nay-saying” must 
cost them much happiness and, what is more important, much 
usefulness. The moral struggle requires us on many an occasion to 
say, “No.” But the spiritual life expects us ultimately to say, “Yes.”

(Fro m Pa g e On e) 
commercial corn produ cing area 
at rates v ary ing from 52 to 75 per 
Cent of the parity price for com. 
On the basis of the Janu ary par­ 
ity price, the rates wou ld v ary 
from abou t 43 to abou t 63 cents 
per bu shel. 
Corn loans will be av ailable to 
cooperating farmer?: 
1. When the Nov ember crop es­ 
timate is in ex cess of a normal 
y ear’s domestic consu mption and 
ex ports, or, 
2. In any marketing y ear when 


the farm price of com is below 
75 per cent of parity on Nov em­ 
ber 15. 
Howev er, no corn loans will be 
av ailable to any one if more than 
one-third of the com produ cers 
v oting in a referendu m reject 
marketing qu otas on com. 
The rate of com loans to non­ 
cooperating farmers will be 60 
per cent of tho rate to cooperat­ 
ing farmers. , 
Sev enty -sev en Indiana cou n­ 
ties are in the commercial corn 
produ cing area this y ear. 
Marketing qu otas: Marketing 
qu otas on corn will be annou nced 
when the Au g u st crop estimate 
indicates that the total su pply 
of com, inclu ding carry -ov er, will 
ex ceed the normal su pply on 
October I. 
Within 20 day s after the an­ 
nou ncement a referendu m on 
the qu otas will be held among 
the farmers who wou ld be affect­ 
ed by the qu otas. 
The qu otas will become effec­ 
tiv e only after two-thirds of the 
farmers v oting approv e them. 
Cou nty Ag ent E. F. Brown ex ­ 
pained the new farm act pro­ 
v ides three integ rated prog rams, 
each su pplementing the other. 
“First,” he said, “there is the soil 
conserv ation prog ram, v irtu ally 
the same as du ring the last two 
y ears.” 
“Second, corn loans back u p 
the soil conserv ation prog ram as

Then, if we Ipv e u nu su ally larg e 
crops which create a su rplu s and 
prev ent these two measu res from 
achiev ing 'their objectiv es, there 
will be marketing qu otas, su bject 
to the approv al of two-thirds of 
the farmers v oting in a refer­ 
endu m.”
